“Shakspeare Out of Sight,” 

. “ Shakspeare is out of sight, was the criti- 
eism of an actor who was not in the cast and 
who could not get near enough to the per- 
formance to sée a single stage picture. Liter- 
ally the performance was out of sight, so far 
as fhe majority of the visitors were concerned. 
The only drawback to the complete success of 
the entire entertainment was the lack of prop- 
er accommodations for the audience, There 
were seats elevated after the fashion of circus 
dress circles and capable of sustainirg 400 or 
500 admirers of Shakspeare. An equal number 
found seats on boards elevated about a foot 
from the ground. Five hundred more reclined 
on the grass and hoped that they might be 
able to see, When the performance began at 
2 o’clock there was a rush of 4,000 or 5,000 peo- 
ple clamorous for a glimpse of As You Like 
It.“ Some climbed trees and secured private 
boxes in elms and oaks; they got upon the 
roofs of sheds and pavilions; defenseless re- 
porters were torn from their lead pencils and 
hustled from tables which became standing 
placee for all sorts and conditions of men. -It 
was the greatest Shakspearean stampede on 
record, and the Bard of Avon never seemed so 
popular. When standing room was reduced 
to breathing room the people in the front row 
stood up; then everybody stood up and 20 per 
cent of the vast audience could see the al 
fresco stage. 

The performance was far better than might 
have been expected after seeing last Friday’s 
rehearsal. The stage was backed by a hedge 
and foliage, amid which deer and fawns were 
seen, while a flock of sheep added realism to 
the forest of Arden. The sheep became re. 
fractory and left the stage abruptly, but they 
looked pretty while they were there. The cos- 
tumes were brilliant in coloring, contrasting 
well with the natural scenery of the grove. 
The music showed a lack of rehearsal and was 
incongruously accompanied by a brass band. 
Nevertheless, the ballads of the comedy were 
given with pleasing effect, despite certain con- 
fusions in tempo. The stage management de- 
serves a word of credit. Considerable disap- 
pointment was expressed owing to the non- 
appearance of the actresses of the Chicago 
Opera-house burlesque. They were announced 
to appear in small but pictorial roles, but it 
was understood that Mr. Henderson objected, 
and the gilded youth present were debarred 
from seeing the Misses Eissing, Rodney, 
Dacre, and Raymond as pages. °

There was little attempt at downright serious 
acting, excepting in the wrestling scene be- 
tween Parson Davies as Charles and Joseph 
Haworth as Orlando.

JOLIET’S. WAR NOT OVER. 


ALDERMEN AND MAYOR STILL AT 
DAGGERS’ POINTS. 


Cause of the Disgraceful Free Fight in the 
' Council Chamber Monday Night-01d 
Enmities Between Mayor Haley and 
Councilman Cushing Also Figuring in 
the Affuir—Mr. Haley Record as an 
Alderman Looked Up—His Connectio 
: with the Santa Fe Road. a 
Joxaxr, III., July 28.— Special.] —Joliet is 
enjoying a comparative degree of peace at 
present. Not that the fight between the Al- 
dermen and Mayor Haley is over, but there is 
a truce while each side is looking after its 
fortifications and its munitions of war. 

When the Council adjourned after the fight 
Monday night for the good reason that there 
were but three members left after the hegira, 
it was to meet tonight, but when Mayor 
Haley rapped for order this evening there 
were only those same three members present. 
Three iacks five of being a quorum of the 
Joliet Board of Aldermen, and so perforce the 
Mayor declared the meeting adjourned again. 

The fight in the Council-room has been the 
subject of discussion today and business has 
been neglected to talk on the various phases 
of the row. It was all about the Appropria- 
tion bill and the action of the Council in pass- 
ing the measure at a meeting when the Mayor 
was absent. There have been tempestuous 
times in J oliet municipal circles for the last 
few years und the fight of Monday night was 
not unexpected, and the old citizens say the 
trouble is not ended yet. 

When the Appropriation bill for the fiscal 
year was drawn up there was considerable 
trouble expected over the awarding of sums 
for each Aldermanic district. Every member 
of the board tried to secure as much in the 
way of public improvement as possible, and 
the amounts as originally apportioned were 
materially increased, as, for example, the 
amount for improvements in Ald, Cushing’s 
ward was increased from $500 to $2,600. One 
item in the budget was for the improvement 
of a drain, and $14,000 was set aside for this 
purpose. Mayor Haley was opposed to 
the latter item particularly, and so the friends 
of the measure concluded to watch for a 
chance to get the bill on the ordinance-book. 
The opportunity came at the Council meeting 
Monday night of last week. The Mayor was 
at home nursing his little daughter; who had 
broken her arm that afternoon, and Martin 
Cushing was elected Chairman of the meet- 
ing. The Appropriation bill was brought up, 
passed, and Chairman Cushing signed the bill, 
thinking to make it a law. 

Mayor Haley’s Anger Aroused. 

When the Mayor heard of the action of the 
Council in his absence and of Cushing’s sign- 
ing the bill he became exceedingly wroth, He 
gave it out that he would not be bound by 
Cushing’s action as Chairman and had pre- 
pared a veto message to present at last night’s 
meeting. The following of Cushing heard of 
this and determined to checkmate Mayor 
Haley and to this end had Ald. Gray propose 
a change in the minutes of the previous meet- 
ing, making Cushing Mayor pro tem. instead 
of Chairman. The motion was made before 
the reading of the minutes and the Mayor de- 
clared it out of order. 3 

Then Cushing arose to denounce the Mayor, 
and the latter refused to recognize him. The 


the latter re todo, The Mayor said un- 
less the Alderman took his seat he would have 
the police eject him. Cushing still refused, 
and Cnief of Police Gorman was ordered to 
put him out. The Chief started to do his 
master’s bidding, when Cushing said he 


the effect that the Alderman had better, when 
Cushing became offended at the peremptory 
order and concluded he would not go. 

Chief Gorman then grabbed the Aiderman 
and started him towards the railing, when 
Cushing braced his feet and pushed the police 
department to the wall. By this time the 
other Aldermen had joined in the scrimmage 
and a free-for-all fight followed. The Mayor’s 
opponents succeeded in downing the majesty 
of the law and then Cushing walked out with 
all the majesty of a winning prize-fighter, fol- 
lowed by eight of his fellows. ‘The Mayor 
ordered the City Clerk to issue warrants for 
the arrest of the eight Aldermen, and as there 
was not a quorum he declared the meeting 
adjourned. The Clerk discovered, however, 
that there was no law to compel the attend- 
ance of Aldermen, and so the inhabitants of 
Joliet were deprived of the pleasure of seeing 
their law-makers in charge of blue-coats. 


Public Opiaion on the Matter. 


Public sentiment has been, against the 
Mayor in this fight. He elainis in justifica- 
tion of his action that the sum total of the 
appropriations under the bill will exceed by 
$40,000 the amount to be raised by the tax 
levy. The budget amounts to $296,000 and the 
Mayor figures that $250,000 will be ali that 
the tax levy will bring into the city treasury, 
and consequertly an appropriation of a larger 
sum for municipal expenses would be invalid. 
The Aldermen following Cushing’s lead say 
the tax receipts will exceed 800,000. 

The Mayor showed that he proposes to carry 
the fight to the bitter end by demanding this 
morning the resignation of Matt Conners, the 
keeper of the bridewell. Conners is a brother- 
in-law of Ald. Gray and the Mayor has given 
it out flat that he will not retain a relative of 
any of the opposing Aldermen in the city’s 
employ. The eight Aldermen who stood by 
Cushing have promised to oppose any effort 
on the part of the Mayor to oust Conuers. 

Trouble of long standing has led up to the 
present difficulty. When Mayor Haley was 
an Alderman there was a project on foot for 
the boulevarding of Raymer avenue and 
Haley, as Chairman of the Committee on 
Streets, was given power to accept work and 
to order warrants drawn for thesame, The 
work was completed a short time before the 
election of 1888, when Cushing first became a 
member of the board, 

Before he had grown accustomed to the 
angles of the chair assigned his ward Cushing 
opened war on his brother Councilman, the 
present Mayor. He charged openly at a 
Council meeting that the work had not been 
done according to the specifications of the 
‘contract. 
cusation, and in the interval elapsing between 
that and the next meeting Cushing and sev- 
eral other Aldermen made an examination of 
the work. The contract called for a certain 
thickness of gravel and a top-coating of 
crushed stone. Cushing said the combined 


depth of the gravel and the crushed stone was 


less than the specified depth of each. 
Old Charges Against Haley Revived. 
There is another’ clause for bad blood be- 
tween Haley and Cushing—the ordinance 
giving a portion of Eastern avenue to the 
Santa Fé railroad. The ordinance came up 
for passage at a meeting of the Council when 
the Mayor was absent and when Haley had 
been elected Mayor pro tem. The bill was 
passed at this meeting, and when the 
Mayor opened his official desk on his 
return he found the name of P. C. Haley, 
Mayor pro tem. affixed to the ordinance. 
Some of the Mayor’s enemies refer to the fact 
of Haley’s having been the attorney for the 
Santa Fé at the time the ordinance was rail- 
roaded through the Council, and also mention 
that the Mayor now rides on an employé’s an- 
nual pass over the Santa Fé and that his law 
partner is attorney for the road at the present 
time for Joliet and Will County. Mayor 
Haley, however, explains these facts by say-

SLEPT IN THE BATH TUB NINE HOURS. 


It Was Fall of Cold Water, but It Effect- 
ively Sobered Him. 

Miiwavges, Wis., July 28.—[Special.]— 
Nine hours of sleep in a bath tub filled with 
cold water is the novel escapade of a New 
York traveling man at the Plankinton House. 
The gentleman is the representative of a cham- 
pagne house, and a tour among his own 
customers Sunday night resulted in his get- 
ting an oversupply of his own ware. Re- 
turning to the hotel about 11 o’clock he con- 
cluded to take a cold bath in hopes of refresh- 
ing himself, Filling the bath tub adjoining 
his room with cold water, he was soon in it 
immersed up to his neck and with 
his head lying upon the sloping 
end of the tub he fell asleep. In that position 
he remained until 7 :30 the next morning, when 
a bell-buy aroused him. Nine-hours in the 
cold water had shriveled up his hands and 
feet and stiffened his joints until he 
could hardly move, but a few hot 
drinks soon revived him. While he admits 
that it is a most effectual way of sobering up 
he thinks it altogether too dangerous. If I 
had got my head under the water, he said to 
the clerk, “you would have had a sensational 
suicide on your hands, and nothing could have 
proved that I had not intended to take my 
life.“ He said that during the night he 
dreamed that he had been shipwrecked in 
the Arctic Ocean and he was swimming 
around among the ice fields.

WILL CONTROL THE RUBBER OUTPUT. 


Baron Gondoritz Has Been Successful in 
Forming a Syndicate tor the Purpose. 

Bostoy, Mass., July 28.— [Special. —It is 
announced today that Baron Gondoritz’ 
efforts to form a syndicate to control the 
Brazilian output of raw rubber have been 
successful. The Baron, who has about $300,- 
000 invested in rubber, proposes to hold the 
stock of rubber now under his control and is- 
sue credits for the new crop. He is the 
holder of a large part of the rubber in 
the United States, all of which he 
has ordered shipped to London, and two 
hundred tons will be sent from New York 
Saturday. The Baron now controls more 
than three-fourths of the present possible sup- 
ply of Para gum, and he is backed by a num- 
ber of men who are strong financially, the 
principal one being Mr. Mayrinck of Rio, a 
leading financier of Brazil. Itis said here that 
the Baron’s object is not so much to advance 
the price of rubber as to keep the market stiff 
and avoid the fearful fluctuations in prices that 
have prevailed, ranging all the way from 
40 cents to $1.25 a pound. He hopes to be 
able to keep the prices firm and steady, and 
dealers here say that if the financial affairs of 
the Brazilian Government hold strong he will 
make a success of it. The stock of rubber is 
dwindling away in the United States and the 
receipts from the new crop at Para are quite 
moderate, only 465 tons having been received 
so far this month, which is the first month of 
the new crop. 


SNAKE STORY FROM WISCONSIN. 


It Had Teeth an Inch Long and Measured 
Eleven Feet. 

Menasna, Wis., July 28.—[ Special. ]—While 
Herman Mass, living nine miles from Clifton, 
on the shore of Lake Winnebago, was mowing 
marsh he says he found and killed a huge 
female blacksnake. It measured eleven feet, 
was several inches thick, and had teeth an 
inch long. Upwards of sixty of its young 
were taken from its body measuring from 
eight to twelve inches in length. No snake 
of this kind has ever been seen before herea-

ALL ROADS MAY COME IN. 


THERE WILL BE NO MONOPOLY OF 
WORLD'S FAIR TRANSPORTATION, 


The Baltimore and Ohio Will Gave an En- 
trance to Jackson Park, but It Must Al- 
low Other Companies the Same Privi- 
lege—Property-Qwners Accept the Prop- 
osition of the World's Fair Directory to 
Lease a Right of Way. 


There will be no monopoly of World's Fair 
transportation. The Illinois Central will no 
longer be in a position to dictate terms to the 
public or to other roads that desire to enter. 
The Baltimore and Ohio will have an entrance 
to Jackson Park, but it must allow other 
roads to come in too. 

The matter was settled yesterday, when the 
owners of property between the Baltimore 
and Ohio tracks and the park acvepted the 
proposition of the World's Fair Direstory to 
lease aright of way for tracks to the Fair 

rounds, 


G 

The Baltimore and Ohio some time ago 
sent a representative to the owners of prop- 
erty south of Jackson Park and negotiations 
were opened with the object of securing a 
right of way to the Fair grounds over their 
property. There was considerable objection 
to admitting any one road to a share in the 
Illmois Central monopoly of transportation 
to and from the Fair grounds. 

I another road is to come in, why should 
not all?” asked J. Irving Pearce, Dr. Will- 
oughby, and other holders of property con- 
cerned. Naturally the Baltimore and Ohio 
was not making the fight particularly in the 
interest of any other road, and there was a 
hiteh in the negotiations. 

Then the World’s Fair Directory, primarily 
through E. T. Jeffery’s Committee on Trans- 
portation, took the matter up. It went to 
work quietly, but, as the result shows, in a 
business-like way. Thetact and sagacity of 
Mr. Jeffery devised a way out of the difficulty. 

The Directors’ Proposition. 

The directors were prevailed upon to make 
& proposition to the property-owners. It was, 
in short, that the directory should be given a 
lease of a right of way through the property 
owned by Mr. Pearce, Dr. Willoughby, and 
the Third National Bank. The rent was to be 
“merely nominal,“ as one of the property- 
owners expressed it yesterday. The right of 
way is fifty feet instead of fifteen, which was 
the demand of the Baltimore and Ohio. 

Mr. Pearce said he was willing to accept the 

terms, though an important real-estate deal 
would be imperiled by so doing. Dr. Wil- 
loughby consented without a murmur. 
. The directors of the Third National Bank 
held a meeting at the Sherman House yester- 
day to consider the proposition. After some 
discussion a vote to accept the offer was put 
and carried, though not by a unanimous vote. 
That was all that was lacking, there bei no 
doubt in the mind of any one that the ti- 
more and Ohio would accept the privilege 
rather than not come in at all, 

The proposed route leaves the Baltimore 
and Ohio tracks ata point near Stony Island 
avenue and Seventy-fifth street, and crossing 
Seventy-first street passes through one piece 
of Mr. Pearce’s property. It crosses the in- 
tersection of Avenue C and Seventieth street, 
and, making a bend to the east, passes 
north through another block _belong- 
ing to the same owner to Sixty- 
ninth street. There it makes a 
bend to the west, extending in front of a block 
owned by Dr. Willoughby. Just east of Stony 
Island avenue the route again takes a north- 
erly direction, traversing two blocks belong- 
ing to the Third National Bank. This brings 
it to Sixty sevonth street, the southern 

ary of Jackson Park. 
The Southwest Loop Now Practical. 

The entrance will be at the southwest cor- 
ner of the park. This will make convenient the 
construction and operation of a loop in that 
portion of the grounds—a pet project some 
time ago of the directory. The Illinois Cen- 
tral at one time planned to have its loop in 
that part ot the park, but the plans were 
changed and this site abandoned for switching 
grounds, 

Mr. Jeffery was elated yesterday. He con- 
sidered that the management had secured a 
great victory. 

„The terms are reasonable, he said, and 
perfectly satisfactory. I cannot now tell you 
exactly what the proposition of the directory 
was, but it has been accepted by the property- 
owners.”’ 

J. Irving Pearce said: “We accepted 
the terms offered by the Fair direct- 
ory. The rent is small, not enough to 
pay the taxes on the property to be taken, but 
none of us wanted to stand in the way of the 
success of the Fair, 

I wanted the directory to make its propo- 
sition in writing. This has not been done 
yet, but an oral agreement was reached. 
Tomorrow the contract will probably 
be signed. The lease of the right 
of way will be an inconvenience to me asl 
have a sale pending in which one of the con- 
ditions made by the possible purchaser was 
that no road was to run through the property. 
It is a matter of $600,000, and I need the 
money justnow. But if the purchaser insists 
on his condition the sale consequently falls 
through. I am too anxious for the success of 
the Fair not to yield to the directory.“ 

Everybody around World's Fair headquar- 
ters was jubilant over the day’s work. It wag 
the general opinion that it was the most sig- 
nal stroke of policy achieved in months, 
Chairman Jeffery was the recipient of numer- 
ous congratulations on the successful issue of | 
the negotiations, for which he was given 4 
large share of the credit. 

There is not the slightest doubt that the 
Baltimore and Ohio will accept on the condi- 
tions offered. One connected with the com- 
pany, on being informed of the terms, last 
everfing said that it was as much as was ever 
claimed. 


MEDICAL ATTENDANCE CAME TOO LATE. 


Capt. Francis, Who Died on Board His 
Vessel, Baried at Racine. 

Racixn, Wis., July 28.— [Special.] Capt. 
Francis of the scow Cora Belle, who died on 
board of his vessel without medical attend- 
ance, was buried here today. He left Esca- 
naba with his wife and three children on 
board the vessel as passengers, bound for 
the east shore, While in the uninhabited dis- 
tricts of Michigan he became sick, when it 
was decided to rail for Marquette. The ves- 
sel became becalmed, while the Captain grew 
seriously worse. His wife volunteered to take 
charge of the vessel while the sailors took the 
yawl and pulled twelve miles to shore for a 
doctor, but when he arrived he found the 
Captain in a dying condition, blood poisoning 
having set in. He died before the vessel ar- 
rived in port.

CLAIMS PROPERTY WORTH MILLIONS. 


The Rev. Mr. Covert Demands a Big Slice 
of Manhattan Island, 

W. R. Covert of Findlay, O., has engaged a 
lawyer to prosecute a claim whith he makes 
to the ownership of the tract of land on the 
northern end of Manhattan Island known as 
Harlem Flats.

DEATH OF FREDERICK C. HAVEMEYER. 


An Attack of the Grip Proves Fatal to the 
Great Eastern Sugar Kefiner. 

New York, July 28.—([Special. | —Frederick 
Christian Havemeyer, who was taken ill with 
the grip while passing through Richmond, Va., 
four months ago, died at his home at Throgg’s 
Neck, L. I., this evening. Mr. Havemeyer 
was born Feb. 5, 1807, in this city. When 14 
years of age he showed such a remarkable 
aptitude for business that his father took him 
as an apprentice into the Havemeyer sugar 
refinery in Vendam street. In the years of 
his apprenticeship the young man made a 
study of sugar refining and learned the busi- 
ness thoroughly. With the knowledge of every 
detail to aid him, he formed a partnership 
with his cousin, the late Mayor Have- 
meyer, for the refining of sugar. 

1831, soon after the formation of 
the new firm, Mr. Havemeyer married Susan 
L. Headerson of this city. The business 
partnership between the two cousins was phe- 
nomenally su continued until 
1842, when both young men retired. In 1886, 
at the end of thirteen years’ retirement, Mr. 
Havemeyer returned to active business. Dur- 
ing the years of his retirement he had trav- 
eled extensively in America and pe. He 
formed the firm of Havemeyer, Tounsend & 
Co., the parent establishment of the extensive 
Havemeyer & Elder Refining company 
of today. Mr. Havemieyer is survived by his 
sons, Frederick C. Havemeyer Jr., Theodore 
A. Havemeyer, Thomas J. Havemeyer, and 
H O. Havemeyer. His daughters are 
Mrs. L. J. Bellini Jr. and Mrs. F. W. Jackson.

More than two-thirds of the Democratic ed- 
itors of the State of Kansas have met and re- 
solved unanimously that their party must not 
coalesce with the Farmers’ Alliance. They say: 


We believe in abolishing the iniquities of class 
leg.siation in tariff legislation. We believe in a 
return to the financial system of the country prac- 
ticed from the foundation of the government to 
the year 1873. We believe in the abolition of the 
bankrupt system. We believe in vigorous and 
wholesome control of the transportation system 
of the country. To those who favor governmental 
loaning of money on products of the soil we quote 


ment: “The government must not become a 
banker.” We oppose governmental purchase of 
the railroads; but we believe in legislative con- 
trol of the interest of the people, whose chartered 
servants they are. We emphatically oppose the 
proposition for the government to purchase the 
surplus products of the soil as being a plain vio- 
lation of the Constitution. 

A few months ago the Democrats of Kansas 
were generally in favor of a fusion with the 
Farmers’ Alliance as a mears of getting the 
offices. But they are beginning to see that 
there are other things of much more im- 
portance, and that they cannot affurd to ruin 
themselves to secure a few small places. 
Blinded at first by the greed for office, they 
did not perceive the true nature of the planks 
of the platform of the farmers or the result of 
yielding to the demands of Sockless Simpson, 
Peffer, and the other statesmen hatched out 
in the arid regions of the State. Reflection 
has shown them that the warehouse, Subtreas- 
ury, and flat schemes of the farmers would 
bankrupt the country and bring it to such a 
condition of misery that there would be noth- 
ing left for parties to fight over except the 
poor privilege of administering on a hopeless- 
ly insolvent estate. 

It became apparentto them that the proposi- 
tion that the government should buy the rail- 
roads of the country with bonds bearing 2 per 
cent interest in “fiat ’’ scrip, and should run 
the roads for the people, meant the addition of 
a million voters to the number of those al- 
ready in the public service, controllable 
politically by the party in power. With such 
an army at its command, the ins would al- 
ways be the ins. It occurred therefore to the 
Kansas editors that if Simpson, Peffer, and 
Livingston once got into power through Dem- 
ocratic aid, they would stay there, and the 
Democrats would have sold out for a mess of 
pottage which they failed to receive. 

There will be a three-cornered fight in Kan- 
sas. The two old parties will pursue their 
own course and the Farmers’ Alliance will 
pursue its path until enough of its members 
recover from their midsummer madness, when 
the organization will crumble to pieces, as the 
old oath,bound secret Know-Nothing party 
did. If it should appear that there was real 
danger of the People's party” holding to- 
gether long enough to do great mischief, the 
Democrats of Kansas would unite with the 
Republicans, from whom they differ chiefly 
on the tariff and offices, and the two would 
fight against a common enemy. When that 
job was ended the two parties would separate 
and resume their dispute on the tariff as of 
old.

His esti- 
mate of the cash necessary to pay these pen- 
sions is 400 million dollars, and he proposes to 
raise the money by issuing bonds*and adding 
them to the national debt. We won't have 
it to pay,” naively, or knavishly, says Vaughan, 
„for we will only pay the interest, and when it 
does fall due there will be 40 million colored 
people [?] here to help pay for it, and white 
people, too.“ Such in substance is Vaughan’s 
charlatan scheme, which is either an idiotic 
reality or a ridiculous end-man joke. If he 
is serious his scheme is nonsense. If he is 
jesting it is very silly. 

The proposition suggests what Union whites 
have done for the slave negro. There were in 
round numbers 4 million negro bondmen in 
the South when the disunion war began, 
of whom 800,000 were male adult blacks. 
The war cost about 800,000 lives and mangled 
bodies, North and South; therefore it 
cost the life of one white man to 
emancipate one negrc. The Union States 
rolled up 3 billions of debt, including war 
taxes, to free the slaves and preserve the 
Union. The South probably sost 2 billions 
in property, wasted or destroyed. In interest, 
pensions, and miscelianecas ways the country 
has paid in cash 8 billions more. In all, 
therefore, in has cost the nation about eight 
billions on account of slavery and freeing the 
fiegroes. The average value of the negro, 
young and old, before the war was $500, which 
would make the total commercial value of 
all the slaves at that time 2 billions of money. 
Thus the dreadful record shows that for every 
slave who was emancipated a white man gave 
up his life, and it cost the country four times 
their market value to make them free, or 
$2,000 a head. 

But the country has done infinitely more than 
this for the negro. When the Africans were 
first brought to this country they belonged to 
the lowest and most degraded type of human 
beings. They were ignorant, supersti- 
tious fétich worshipers. They had always 
been in a condition of slavery either to their 
own chiefs or to those of other tribes about 
them, and were bought, and sold, and hunted 
by the Arab slave dealers, while in this coun- 
try light and religion have been poured into 
their dark minds. They have been civilized 
and Christianized, taught the English lan- 


| guage, and before their emsncipation had 


‘been instructed in agricultura. methods and 
some mechanical trades; and, notwithstand- 
ing the evils of slavery, they soon stood infi- 
nitely higher in the scale of civilization than 
their race in Africa and were more advanced 
than the negroes in any other part of the 
world. Neither the English in Jamaica and 
other West Indies, the French in Hayti, the 
Spaniards in Cuba, nor the Portuguese in 
Brazil have done for their negroes what the 
United States has for its blacks. Even the 
conditions in the state of slavery were enor- 
mously preferable to what they would have 
beea had the American negroes remained in 
Africa. In that case their descendants would 
have been of the pitiable kind described .by 
Stanley and other African explorers. At the 
time their ancestors were brought to the South 
slavery was not recognized in Europe as a 
crime against either morality or humanity. It 
existed almost everywhere in the New World 
as well as all over Africa. It was not until 
the British West India emancipation was 
started by England in 1835 that the agitation 
began in this country, and now France, Brazil, 
and Spain have followed our example and the 
system of African slavery in America virtually 
is abolished and is on the way to extinction 
in Africa through the efforts of the European 
powers. 

The negroes in the United States have been 
given the chance to set up for themselves with 
white men’s opportunities, 

If it had not been for the presence of 
African slaves in this country there would 
have been no rebellion war and the fearful sac- 
rifiee of life and money would have been 
avoided. While we should have had political 
disputes on the tariff, banks, and railroads 
and over various nationalizing and denation- 
alizing issues, they would not have led to war. 
All the Jeffersons, Calhouns, and Davises 
with all their heresies would have been power- 
less to involve the two sections of the country 
in bloody strife had it not been for African 
slavery. The Southern Democrats might 
have retained their State-sovereignty ideas, 
but they would not have led to war. This 
country has done a wonderful work for the 
stolen Africans in bettermg their condition 
morally, religiously, educationally, and indus- 
trially, and is still helping them. No reason 


worthy of the slightest consideration has been 


given by Vaughan why the ex-slaves should be 
pensioned because they were emancipated 
and enfranchised at such a frightful cost of 
blood and treasure, Whether Vaughan is in 
earnest or not it is time for him to stop his 
advocacy of his utterly preposterous and alto- 
gether impossible proposal. 


FIRST OF OUR COMING GREAT GUNS. 

The first high power twelve-inch breech- 
loading steel rifle gun hurling a half-ton bolt 
made in this country was tested at Sandy 
Hook before a board of army officers on the 
25th inst. with the following result: 

With a reduced charge of 250 pounds of German 
prismatic powder and a projectile weighing 1,000 
pounds an initial velocity of 1,473 feet per second 
was attained, with a pressure of 20,000 pounds to 
the square inch. The range of the new gun under 
these conditions was five miles, and it is believed 
that with the ordinary service charge of 400 
pounds a range of twelve miles or more will be 
reached. 


It is stated by Capt. Bruff of the army that 
this is the first high-power gun of this caliber 
that has been ‘made in the United States, it 
having been constructed at the Watervliet Arse- 
nal. Some of the range parts of the gun were 
obtained in France, but these are now avail- 
able in this country, and in the future the new 
style of gun will be made here entirely. It is 
also stated by the same authority that while a 
Krupp gun of the same caliber fires a service 
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steadily fell off from 1873 to 1876 the total de- 
cline for the whole period was only 27 per 
cent, while now the business has contracted 26 
per cent in six months. Yet when the record 
for the whole year 1s made up it may not com- 
pare so unfavorably as does the business of 
ite first half. 

A reduced consumption of rails is the most 
marked feature, It accounts for a great part 
of the decrease, The production of Bessemer 
steel rails was only 579,929 tons, being 44 per 
cent less, and of Bessemer pig, used for ulti- 
mate conversion into fails, it was 1,504,970 
tons, or a redaction of 88 per cent. And this 
was against a small amount of new railroad 
building a year ago, so that the lessened con- 
sumption on that account this year is estimat- 
ed not to exceed 50,000 tons. Evidently, then, 
there must have been a great shrinkage in 
the direction of repairs and renewals, pointing 
to the fact that the railroad managers of the 
country felt themselves obliged to practice 
the most rigid economy. The comparison in 
this respect is all the more striking as the op- 
posite policy was pursued last year. Repairs 
and renewals were then carried out on a lib- 
eral scale, rendering it leas necessary to ex- 
pend money for that purpose recently. 

The reasons for this shrinkage are evident. 
The cereal crops of last year were about 25 
per cent less than those of 1889, which meant 
a vast falling off in the freight business of the 
railroads. It not only gave them less stuff to 
carry but tended to a reduction of rates on 
what had to be transported amid a more 
vigorous competition for the business. Then 
the financial stringency which set in last fall 
and culminated in November with the Baring 
suspension operated all through the winter to 
make money especially scarce for the floating 
of new enterprises. The demand for securi- 
ties was so dull that corporations of undoubt- 
ed responsibility found it difficult to float new 
issues to supply needed capital. Of course, 
there was no encoyragement to furnish money 
for the construction of new lines when the old 
ones were paying 80 poorly, and these are the 
reasons why so few new rails have been 
wanted. 

There is good ground for hope that the 
period of iron contraction has passed by. 
Abundant crops are the rule in the United 
States this year, and the wants of Europe are 
so great that there will be an opportunity for 
moving over long hauls the whole of the sur- 
plus at first-class prices for the farmer. This 
will enable him to buy more goods than here- 
tofore, and thus the freight transportation 
business of the railroads will be increased in 
both directions, while large numbers of people 
will travel more because better supplied with 
funds. Then the economizing plan in regard 
to renewals has been practiced so rigidly that 
it will be absolutely necessary for the rail- 
roads to spend more on that work the mo- 
ment they can afford the outlay, so that a 
decided improvement in the demand may be 
looked for to make its appearance speedily. 
It is not impossible that the record of the lat- 
ter half will be sufficiently good to reduce the 
falling off for the whole year to only a moder- 
ate percentage.

We accept the issue tendered to us by 
the Republican party on the subject of the tariff, 
as represented by the so-called McKinley Tariff 
act, confident that the verdict of the people of 
Ohio will be recorded against the iniquitous pol- 
icy of so-called protection, championed by the 
Rerublisan party in the interest of favored 
classes against the masses. 

We favor a graded income tax. 


The Ohioans want a tariff for the sole 
purpose of producing revenue.“ They want 
a tariff, therefore, which shall give neither di- 
rect nor incidental protection to American in- 
dustries. But duties, no matter how low, 
which may be imposed on steel, iron, hard- 
ware, cutlery, glass, implements, wagons, 
earthenware, woolens, cottons, furniture, and 
a number of other things must be protective 
because such articles are made in this coun- 
try and sold in competition with cheap-labor 
goods and wares of Europe. Duties imposed 
for the sole purpose of producing revenue ”’ 
must be put on tea, coffee, tropical fruits, and 
sugar, of which, after a hundred years of 
trial, the United States produces hardly an 
ounce ineach pound ituses. This sort of 
tariff is not unlimited free trade, but it is the 
English variety of it, and that is what the 
Democrats mean when they talk of free trade 
—dutiées on nothing but spirits, tobacco, tea, 
coffee, etc., and all competitive goods ad- 
mitted free. 

And as the removal of the duties from com- 
petitive goods and their tranafer to non-com- 


| petitive ones necessarily must greatly lessen 


the amount of revenue collected by the govern- 
ment, the Ohio Democrats make provision for 
that inevitable deficiency by indorsing the 
odious graded income tax scheme. If the 
English free trade system 1s not adopted there 
will be no necessity for any kind of income 


tax; and if the Ohio Democrats were not for

“We Haven't Got Them, but Will Give 
You Something Just as Godda and 


Cheaper”—Extent of the “Substitution” | 


Imposition—Nostrums Falmed .Of on 
the Public. | 

The fact that the American public delights 
in being humbugged has passed into an inter- 
national proverb. The latest addition to the 
rank and file of petty swindlers is the drug- 
gists who practice the 
The swindle is a growing evil of recent date. 
Some firm or individual by long and patient 
research, and often by the expenditure of 
enormous sums of money, discovers and per- 
fects a proprietary article. After years of 
scrutiny and perhaps patient abuse the article 
finds its way into public favor. Its price is 
perhaps cheapened and its merits become ad- 
vertised and known in every town and city. 
It is at this juncture that the retail druggist 
gives to his inquiring customer an article 
just as good and quietly pockets the. price 
of its inferiority. . 

To such an extent has this imposition grown 
that general attention was called to it in an 
address before the National Editorial Assovia- 
tion at St. Paul by A. Frank Richardson of 
New York. 

How Customers Are Imposed Upon. 

Mr. Richardson has given this abuse of sub- 
stituting his attention for some time and there 
is probably no man in this country better 
qualified to speak about its extent and injus- 
tice. The man who buys paraffine factory 
butter, or stewed minnows in tin cans with 
asardine label on, or wooden nutmegs, or 
perhaps drinks coffee originally made at the 
brickyards and sweetened with sugar whose 
saccharine qualities are the combined effort 
of a sugar trust and a sand bank, 
may while reviewing the fact that he is not an 
ostrich come to the conclusion that he has 
been victimized and swindled. About the 
time he is divorced from his digestion he real- 
izes that the substitutes and our own make 
are perhaps a little cheaper but hardly as fat- 
tening. nthe same man will walk into a 
drug store. He wants Apollinaris water. He 
has seen advertised that it will call back the 
sulking appetite. He gets something with the 
same label and just as 94 The druggist 
makes a few cents by swindling substitu- 
tion, and the customer forswears use of 

inaris, etc., and keeps to it all except 
the Yetc.”’ There are hundreds of proprietary 
articles that have earned a reputation through 
public prints and extended testimonials that 
have been almost forced from the market by 
the substitution swindle. 

“People have no idea how extensive this 
EN system of thievery has become, said 

r. Richardson. There are concerns whose 
pre tions have become household words. 

illions of dollars are invested in the busi- 
ness of these concerns. Their articles have 
merit, and those merits have been advertised. 
This popularity induces the customer to call 
for the article at thed ist s. The drug- 
gist has some unknown article ‘just as g ‘ 
without merit enough to make it known, 
which, presuming on the confidence the pur- 
chaser places * the druggist palms off 
on the customer. 

Nostrums Palmed Off on the Public. 

> “The evil, aside from the swindle of the 

ractice to the purchaser, hes in the fact that 

e is induced to use something which is either 
worthless or injurious, At troit and else- 
where there are houses whose sole business it 
is to manufacture worthless mixtures and 
compounds which they sell to retail druggists 
under labels bearing some resemblance to 
favorite and well-known preparations. These 
retail venders of unknown nostrums masquer- 
ading under a well-known name generally 
piace on the preparation, ‘Our own make, 
strictly pure,’ etc. ‘The interest the druggist has 
in selling this stuff is that he buys it at a much 
lower peice than the standard preparation. 
The individual purchaser is easily swayed at 
best. Add to this the confidence he naturally 
places in his druggist and it is no wonder that 
this petty system of swiadling has reached its 
already great proportions. . re are prep- 
arations in which millions of dollars are in- 
vested and hundreds of thousands spent yearly 
in calling the attention of the public to their 
particular. use or benefit, when anyone 
calls at the dealers’ stores for the express pur- 
pose of gettmg the tamiliar article the dealer 
tries every method in his power to induce him 
to take something else which he knows is of 
doubtful merit if not positively injurious,” 

The Abundance of Imitations. 

For nearly every one of the well-known 
preparations there are a dozen imitations 
which druggists announce are ‘precisely the 
same thing—only cheaper.’ The success of 
any, proprietary article rests on the same 
broad basis of known merit as all other suc- 
cessed.

Is Alum Poisonous? 
[Haus Journal of Health.) 

This question has caused a good deal of 
discussion. Alum is used by many bakers to 
whiten their bread, enabling them to use an 
inferior flour. It is most extensively em- 
ployed as a cheap substitute for cream of tar- 
tar in the manufacture of baking powders. It 
has not been considered — „ — 

although if contin it uces dys 
as and . constipation. But the Tact 
that many cases of poisoning have occurred 
from the use ofalum, puts the question in a 
more serious aspect, and prudent people will 
exercise. caution in the selection of baking 


powders. 
Under what conditions, then, does this 
substance—formerly used only for mechanical 
ot medicinal pur me poisonous? 
They are certainly obscure, and at present we 
can only surmise what they may be. We sus- 
that the cause exists in the individual 
poisoned; some peculiarity of the constitu- 
tion producing a morbid change of the secre- 
tions of the stomach with which the alum 
combines and forms an active poison; or the 
secretions may be healthy but in unusual pro- 
portions, and that these leas or greater propor- 
tions in combination with the alum constitute 


@ poison. 

For example, two parts of mercury and 
two parts of chlorine form calomel, which is 
not poisonous, but change the proportions to

The Ohio Editor Found Guilty of Murder 
in the Second Degree. 
Coromeavus, O., July 28.—William J. Elliott, 
the former proprietor and editor of the Sun- 
day Capital, who, with his brother, P. J. 
Elliott, killed Albert C. Osborn, a reporter on 
the Sunday World, and W. Hughes, a by- 
stander, besides wounding a number of people 
during a shooting affray on High street, in 
this city, the afternoon of Feb. 23 last, was 
convicted this morning of murder in the sec- 
ond degiee. Thetrial has been in progress 
since May 11. The crime was the direct result 
of personal journalism. 
At 10:20 o’clock Court Crier Chestnut un- 
locked the jury-room and the jurors marched 
out. As soon as the people saw the jury ap- 
pear the crowd in the hall m:de a break for 
the Criminal Court-room door. While all 
this was going on the great crowd was as still 
as death. . 
When the clerk began to read the verdict, 
there was a highly sensational scene. When 
Mr. Mitchell read the indietment for mur- 
der in the first degree’’ Mrs. P. J. Elliott 
thought that meant guilty of murder in the 
first degree, and partially raised up and made 
@ suppressed scream. She then fell back into 
her chair. As the clerk reached the words 
“‘ suilty of murder in the second degree Miss 
Marony arose, gave vent to a wailing cry, and 
then fell back in a fainting fit. Mrs. W. J. 
Elliott was very pale, but made no demon- 
stration. Attorney Ernhart caught Miss 
Marony as she fell back, then started for 
some water in the back room. W. J. Elliott 
had his youngest boy in his lap, and when the 
verdict was being read he covered the child's 
eyes and mouth so he could not see or make 
an outcry. When Miss Marony fainted the 
defendant turned to her and gave some in- 
structions about what to do with her. Neither 
Mrs. W. J. Elliott nor the children made any 
demonstration at all. 
As the verdict of the jury was read Elliott 
became so enraged that he pulled the Grand 
Army of the Republic button from the lapel 
of his eoat and threw it spitefully in the di-

CONNECTICUT’S SUNDAY BLUE LAW. 


Fruit Venders Compel Cigar Stores to Close 
and Restrict the Trade of Druggists. 

Hartrorp, Conn., July 28,—Not for sa 
dozen years has Hartford appeared as it did 
Sunday. With a few exceptions the Sunday 
law was enforced. Fruit stores and cigar 
stores was closed tight, sand drug stores re- 
frained from selling confectionery and cigars. 


The movement fot the enforcement of the 


Sunday law began ten days ago wigh a peti- 
tion signed by merchants asking the Chief of 
fruit stores. 
was issu and Ital- 
ians took a forced holiday. They 
determined to retaliate. A *petition was 
circulated and signed by the Italians asking 
that drug and cigar stores be closed on Sun- 
days. Chief Packard heeded the petition, but 
drew his own opinion on the law which allows 
the carrying on of works of necessity.” He 
ordered the closing of cigar stores and for- 
bade the drug stores selling cigars or candy. 
He classed soda water and Sunday papers as 
necessities. The order was strictly complied 
with by the cigar-dealers and ostensibly by 
the druggists. The cigar and pas oe Bye 
cases in the drug stores were covered wit 
cloths or wrapping paper, but a number of 
cigars were sold on the back-door system from 
the prescription-rooms. — f 

One leading druggist said last night that 
he should favor a combination of the trade in 
closing all stores and the refusal to prepare 
prescriptions Sunday, and added that the 
druggists were foois if they did not do just 
this thing. He said thatthe prescription busi- 
ness did not amount to enough to keep one man 
on duty. Another druggist said the keeping 
open Sunday was distaseful to many drug- 
gists and this move might give them the 
opportunity of closing altogether. The physi- 
cians could in nearly all cases attend to the 
precriptions needed for their individual pa- 
tients.

AGAINST THE LAND LAW. 


RESIDENTS OF TEXAS DENOUNCE THE 
‘RECENTLY PASSED STATUTE. 


The Barring of the Alien Ownership of 
Real Estate Said to Have Created a Po- 
litical Hubbub in the Southwestern State 
— The Agricultural, Commercial, and 
Manufacturing Condition of Colorado— 
Gen. Schofield to Be Here Today—Hotel 
Arrivals, 


Residents and property-owners in the State 
of Texas are said to be loud in their com- 
plaints against the Alien Land law which the 
Legislature passed at its last session. The 
affair, it is claimed, has reached a point 
where ithas become a bitter attack upon 
Gov. Hogg, who has declined to call a special 
session of the Legislature so the law could be 
repealed. But the entire State is united in 
its demands, all travelers from Texas say, and 
the people are going to force the Governor to 
recoavene the Legislature. 

J. F. Huntington of Galveston, who is reg- 
istered at the Palmer House, and Robert L. 
Summerlin of San Antonio, who is at the 
Grand Pacific, say. the passage of the law has 
done the interests in the State an almost ir- 


reparable injury, and unless something is soon 


done disaster certainly will overtake many a 
business house and farmer in Texas. 

The bill provides that no alien shall be 
interested or have any claim to lands within 
the State unless he is a citizen,” said Mr. 
Huntington yesterday, and any alien having 
loans, ete., there now must become a citizen 
of the United States within six years or forfeit 
his right to all claims he may have in the 
State. There is from $50,000,000 to $75,000,000 
of foreign capital invested in the State, and 
with that withdrawn it can be imagined that 
depression would follow. If the law is allowed 
to stand it will. create financial disaster in 
commercial circles of Texas and ruin farmers 
who may desire an extension of their paper.
